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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement has been received and considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 2-4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 2 the phrase "... for changing the reference value to a side ..." 
is not understood. What "side" is this? Further, it is unclear how the value is "changed" 
per se during emergency braking. Is this value "changed" permanently? 

The phrase "or during a period from the detection of an emergency avoidance 
steering operation.... detection has ended" is also not understood. Is the reference 
value changed during this period also? 

Regarding claims 3 and 4 it is unclear whether brake assist is being performed 
during the emergency avoidance steering operation. See for example line 10 of claim 1 
and the second to the last line of claim 3. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsuda in view of Sugimoto et al. 

Regarding claim 1 Matsuda discloses a vehicle brake system capable of brake 
assist having an emergency avoidance steering operation detection means (see 
sensors S1-S7 plus electronic control unit U) and an actuator control means 4. 

Matsuda lacks a showing of a brake operation detection means for detecting a 
braking operation by the vehicle driver. 

Sugimoto discloses such a means at S3-S5 and M4 and M5. 

One having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found 
it obvious to have provided the device of Matsuda with a braking operation detection 
means, as taught by Sugimoto, for increased capability of avoiding objects in the 
vehicles path during emergency braking. See column 1 of Sugimoto. 

Regarding claim 2, as best understood, just about any of the parameters sensed 
to detecting sudden or emergency braking in Sugimoto et al. may be interpreted as 
"based on a comparison between a parameter and a reference value in relation to the 
amount of braking operation by the driver". Further, as best understood, the 
"reference value" (i.e. value sensed from the stroke sensor, braking will detecting 
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means or emergency degree presuming means) may "change" (as detected by the 
ECU) dependent upon the level of braking by the driver for optimal functioning of the 
brake assist control in stabilizing the vehicle or during differing road conditions (see col 
6 last paragraph of Matsuda, for example). It could also be considered to "change" 
during repeated instances of emergency braking. 

Regarding claims 3 and 4 note Matsuda, as modified, discloses steering torque 
and the variation of steering torque and threshold values thereof to control the braking 
force. See col. 6,7,8). Applicant's claims are considered simply to be an obvious 
variation of this procedure. 

Conclusion
